In Battle Lasting Almost Two Weeks Austrians Suffer Terrible Losses 
at One Place Alone 12,000 Being Killed —Thousands of Prison- 
ers Taken as Well as 200 Guns—Fighting Again Starts in Bel- 
gium—Stated Germans are Completing Half Circle Around 
Antwerp—Ready Response to Queen’s Appeal for Funds to 
Provide Work for Women. 


Landon, Sept. 5—What was described as arrowhead of the Ger- 
man aS which has been slowly forcing its way through the Anglo- 
French armies toward Paris, has made further progress, according to 
the German official report issued today, and has now driven the al- 
lies back behind Conde. 

La Fere has been captured wilhout resistance, says the German 
statements, and with the exception of (name deleted) which is not 
being attacked, and Maubeuge, which the Germans have masked, 
the outpost forts are now in the hands of the invader’s cavalry. Raids, 
too, are being made in the direction of the Paris fortifications, which 
will, if [he German accounts are correct, be the next stop of the al- 
lied armies. 

This news was a great disappointment here, where earlier official 
reports from Paris to the effect thatthe Germans had suffered a check 
near Verdun lea to the hope that the advance had at last been stopped. 

In Lorraine and the Vosges region, where the German forces 
were weakened to strengthen their right flank, the French appear to 
be holding their own, if not making an advance. 

The allies take some consolation from the fact that the Russian 
defeat of the Austrians around Lemberg, which town has fallen into 
the hands of the Russian emperor’s army, with its immense stock of 
war material and provisions, is apparently complete. The possession 
of Lemberg gives the Russians a base from which they can work and 
from which they can attack in the rear the Austrian army, which has 
been invading Kussian territory. 

Ina battle lasting almost a fortnight the Austrians have suffered 
terrible losses, 12,000 having fallen in one place alone, while the 
Russian general claims to have taken thousands of prisoners and 200 
guns. The Austrian retreat, it appears from official advices, has been 
turned into a rout.

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German Airman Takes  Six- 
Year-Old Child With Him, 
Over Engiish Lines 


NON-COMBATANTS APPEAR 
BE REAL SUFFERERS WAR 


People Leaving Towns Carry- 
ing Luggage On Their 
Backs 


Arceuil, France, Sept. 5.—The Times 


correspondent says: 

“I have just fallen in with a de- 
tachment of wounded French soldiers 
returning from the northern battle- 
fields. One of them gave me his diary 
to read. In its simplicity, its brevity, 
its revelation of the human, individual 
side of this monstrous war, which ts 
only redeemed by the virtues which 
still resist Its brutallty, it seems to me 


a document of amazing Interest. One 
passage jin it will arrest te attention 
of all readers, It is an extraordinary 
and almost incredible incident of a 
German aviator and his tiny child 
whom he took with him on his mission 
of death. But I reproduce the whole 
document now, as 1 copied it under the 
gaslight, surrounded by the French 
regiment. Here, in the review of this 
sergeant of sappers, is a narrative more 
eloquent than polished prose of the 
meaning and business of war. It is 
not less than interesting because the 
man's work is to prepare the way for 
the withdrawal of the French army 
from point to point. 

“August 26—We started for St. Quen- 
tin and arrived in the evening. Our 
second set out again next morning for 
a point 12 kilometers behind, at Mon- 
tescourt, Lezeroulles, in order to mine 
a bridge. 

“We worked all night and returned to 
St. Quentin, where we did reconnais- 
sance work, 

“August 26—-The Germans were sig- 
nalled and the station of St. Quentin 
was evacuated. We were directed to 
maintain order among the crowds 
which wished to go away. It was a 
very sad spectacle—old women and 
children weeping and not even trains 
to serve. At last we got away and de- 
stroyed the line and station, destroyed 
the bridge, already ruined. Arrive in 
the afternoon at Terngicr, slept there 
and set out on Thursday, the 28th for 
Chauny and Noyon, Work in the even- 
ing to the sound of cannon, It was 
pitiable to see the miserable people on 
the road, with thelr boxes and their 
chlidren, In the afternoon we set out 
from Chauny, !n the direction of Com- 
peigne, where we arrived in the even- 
ing. All along the lines were scatter- 
ed poor people. We had 12 on our 
Wagon and let them eat our food. We 
had our own provisions and we gave 
them to these people. 

“August 30—Stationed at Compelgne, 
awaiting orders. One hears more 
clearly the sound of cannon. After 
the news this morning, I write a lino. 
It appears that the Germans had been 
destroyed at St. Quentin today, We 
have assisted at a duel between a bi- 
plane and an aeroplane, I had near- 
est me a German aeroplane which fell 
in the HNnglish Mnes. The officer in 
charge of it had with him a child 
six years old, who was also a German. 
They were only wounded, After St. 
Quentin we were with the English 
troops, under orders of the English 
headquarters staff.”

There was a time when the world accepted the belief that 
focce was the strongest argument of kings; when might was right 
and the Gespot with the jargest armies of humaas williag to periut 
themselves to be driven to the cannon’s mouth was recognized as the 
one whose vaulting ambitions had every right to satisfaction. 

There was a time when human slavery was accepted as a part) 
of the divine economy; when one man owned a thousand men; 
when armies which went out to conquer brought conquered humans 
back in chains to drudge out their lives propelling the galleys against 
their erstwhile countrymen. 

There was a time when the ravages of plague and gaunt famine | 
were counted us inevitable; when nations suffered from. visitations 
which were toe crealion of their own ignorance of the simplest 
hygien’* laws and their lack of a primary knowledge of nature’s 
unvarying equation. i 

The times of these beliefs are in the not very distant past. The 
theory that might is right is still subscribed to by millions of 
ostensibly intelligent humans to this day, as is attested to by the huge 
armies and navies of the world, and by the untoward incidents 
presently occurring in Europe. i 

| The economic fallacy of human slavery survived until the present 
era, until the day when steam and the adaptation of mechanical 
science to the world’s production became leagued with the sense of 
justice to dethrone the vicious institution of chattel servitude. Wage 
servitude still survives universally. 

The belief that‘disease and famine were inevitable had not 
been generally dispelled at the opening of this present century and 
in some more backward countes it prevails to this present day, even 
to the extent that cholera, bubonic, yellow fever and tuberculosis hold 
sway unchecked by medical science, while the countries resigned in 
ignorance to recurring famines embrace almost one-half. of the 
world’s populations, 

The almost universal prevalence of these beliefs down to the 
very verge and part way into the era which disseminates knowledge 
by the medium of the wireless and the linotype, demonstrates how 
difficult it is for humanity to overcome its own mental inertia. 

When superstitious belief takes possession of the human mind 
it cannot be @ssipated by the clear light of reasoning as the sun 
dissipates the fog. It takes an earthquake to shake it loose. And 
even then the world’s grasp of the new thought is groping and timid 
at first, and slow in hardening into rigidity. © The more firmly im- 
planted the belief the greater the shock necessary to dislodge it. 

But in this present great world’s war the human mind is receiv- 
ing a shock sufficient to dislodge the most deeply rooted of its 
superstitions. The superstition which it will dislodge is that of the 
divine monarchy. 

It is now nearly a century and a half since United States and 
France commenced the battle against the ‘superstition of the divine 
monarchy. In the years which have elapsed the battle has been 
carried into every continent, and still it is being fought. And still 
this superstition clings to the back of immense nations whose peoples 
fight for it with the ferocity of catamounts while they bear its bur- 
dens with the patient docility of cattle. 

But no such battles as these presently being fought have been 
fought before in the world’s history; nd such carnage has ever been 
indulged in at the behest ef an autocrat; no such incarnation _ of 
destruction has ever before been set upon its ferocious course through 
the exercise of the sway of a monarch who pretends to be divinely 
ordained. 

And in the finish, by the aid of the modern equipment for the 
dissemination of intelligence, the sum total of the world’s loss will 
be presented to the human family in every quarter of the globe more | 
traly than the stories of ghastly war have ever been presented before. 
The survivors will learn by whose evil genius they were thrust into 
the shambles, and what was the cost. Soldiers, when the time comes 
that they are called upon to lay down their arms, will have come to 
know how it happened that they were ever called upon to unwillingly 
take them up. And having acquired the habit of war, they will belie 
the entire lessons of history if they do not retain their grasp upon 
their arms and rush into the fray again with greater fury than ever, 
bent upon destroying for all time the institutions and the system which 
in fiendish malignancy has brought this atrocity upon the world, 

Can kaiserism and the divine monarchy survive? There is no 
chance.

GERMAN LOSSES ARE 
ESTIMATED 200,000 
AND ALLIES 40,000 


London, Sept. 6 (8.098 a.m.)—The 
Daily Matl’s correspondent at Gisores, 
a French town near Beauvais,  esti- 
mates tho total loases of the allies at 
40,000, and the losses of the Germans 
at 200,000. He says a moderate esti- 
mate of the German losses places 
them at 20 per cent. at least. 

Sheer weight of numbers has pushed 
them forward at the amazing rate of 
25 miles a day, the correspondent adds, 
The Germans have shown no superior- 
ity in artillery or transport, The 
rapidity of their advance has been 
due largely to their use of the automo- 
bile for transportation, The British 
commissariat has perfected the follow- 
ing menu for each man on the firing 
line:

Russian Troops Draw Round 
Army, Like Iron Semi-Circle 
Wedging Them In 


GERMANS OCCUPIED NORTH 
UNABLE SEND ASSISTANCE 


Bravery Czar's Troops Sur- 
mounts Obstacles and Num- 
erical Superiority 


London, Sept. 65—(4.25 a.m.) — The 
Times Petrograd correspondent, tele- 
graphing concerning Russian military 
operations, says that the Russian 
forces drew around the Austrian army 
like an iron semi-circle. The Aus- 
trians thus were obliged to fight for 
their salvation with extreme obstinacy 
owing to the fact that they could not 
hope for any considerable reinforce- 
ments. The southern army under 
General Frank, had been almost com- 
pletely destroyed by the Servyians, and 
the transfer of the remnant of three 
corps would alter nothing save that 
perhaps in this manner the road to 
Budapest would be left open to the 
Serbs. The Germans had apparently 
retired from Polish territory west of 
the Vistula, and were unable to send 
the Austrains as much as a single bat- 
talion, so that the army under,Arch- 
duke Frederick was left to its own re- 
sources, 

During the first weeks of the war the 
principal strength of the Austrian 
army advanced on the left bank of the 
Vistula, with the palpable object of 
reaching Warsaw from the south, 
while the German army from eastern 
Frussia proposed a simultaneous ud- 
vance Into Poland from the north. 
When the Russian victory at Gumbin- 
non scattered the illusion of the pos- 
sibility of an advance on Warsaw, the 
Austrians employed their tremendous 
forces scattered gn the left bank of 
the Vistula to outflank the right wing 
of the Russian army circling Lemberg. 

To this enormous superiority and 
strength on the Austrian side must be 
assigned the fact that during the first 
few days of the general engagement of 
Tomash, tho Russian attack was con- 
verted into a defence, in which the 
heroism of the Russian army sur- 
mounted all obstacles and the Austrian 
numerical superiority.

EXTRACTS FROM THE RULES RELATING TO PRIVATE BILLS. 

62. All applications for Private Bills, properly the subject of legislation by 
the Legislative Assembly of Alberta, within the purview of “The British North 
American Act, 1867,” whether for the erection of a bridge, the making of a rail- 
road, tramway, turnpike, road, telegraph, or telephone line, the construction 
or improvement of a harbour, canal, lock, dam, siide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of ferry; the incorporation of any particular trade, or call- 
ing, or of any joint stock company, or otherwise fer granting to any individual 
or individuals, any exclusive or peculiar rights or privileges whatever, or for 
doing any matter or thing which in its operation would affect the rights of

preceding Session and the timre of the consideration of the petition, in four 
issues of The Alberta Gazette, and of one other newspaper, published in 
English; and within two weeks from the first appearance of such notice in The 
Alberta Gazette two copies of the said Bill, with a receipt from the Provincial 
Treasurer for the sum of one hundred dellars, if the said Bill does not exceed 
ten pages, and ten dollars additional for each page over that number, and for 
the purpose of this Rule 450 words shall be held to constitute a page and also 
in the case of a Bill incorporating a company, a receipt from the Registrar of 
Joint Stock Companies for such sum as would be payable by the applicant or 
applicants for the incorporation of a company with a similar capitalization to 
the capitalization of the company sought to be incorporated by such Bill, shall 
be placed by the applicant in the hands of the Clerk of the House, whose duty 
it shall be to get the sald Bill printed forthwith. Copies of the newspapers 
containing the first and last insertion of such notice shall be sent by the parties 
inserting such notice to the Clerk of the House, to be filed amongst the records 
of the Committee on Standing Orders.

PRESIDENT WILSON APPEALS — 
TO CONGRESS TO RAISE SUM 
TO MEET WAR EMERGENCY 


Waashington, D.C., Sept. 4.—Follow- 
ing is the full text of President Wil- 
son’s address to congress, assembled 
in joint session on the need of emer- 
gency revenue legislation: 

“Gentlement of the congress: 

“I come to you today to discharge a 
duty which I wish with all my heart I 
might have been spared, but it is a 
duty which is very clear, and, there- 
fore, I perform it without hesitation or 
apology. I come to ask very earnestly 
that addition revenue be provided for 
the government. 

“During the month of August there 
was, compared with the corresponding 
month of last year, a falling off of 
$10,629,52% in the revorues. collected 
from customs,~A continuation of this 
deecrease in the same _ proportion 
throughout the current fiscal year 
would probably mean a loss of cus- 
toms revenues of from sixty to one 


the financial operations of the coun- 
try's business. If the treasury is 
known, or even thought to be weak, 
where will be our peace of mind? The 
whole industrial activity of the coun- 
try would be chilled and demoralized. 

“Just now the peculiarly difficult 
financial problems of the moment are 
being successfully dealt with, with 
great self-possession and good sense, 
and very sound judgment; but they 
are only in process of being worked 
out. If the process of solution is to 
be completed, no one must be given 
reason to doubt the solidity and ade- 
quate of the treasury of the govern- 
ment which stands behind the whole 
method by which our difficulties are 
being met and handled. 

“The treasury Itself could get along 
for a considerable period, no doubt, 
without immediate resort to new 
sources of taxation. But with what

Ultimately becauso this is manli- 
festly not the time to withdraw work- 
ing capital from other uses to pay the 
government's bills; unjustifiable, be- 
Cause unnecessary.
